Another point I**that while most 


fat folks very wisely cut down on fat 
forming foods: bread, potatoes, and 
other starchy foods, they fall to eat 
sufficient meat.

jurious to the kidneys, but meat has 
the power to stimulate all the cells of 
the body to work. 


As every cell, under the influence 


of meat, does Just a little more work, 
therefore the fat contents of cells are 
broken down or burned up, and thus 
removed from the body. 


What Is the thought? 
That overweight folks should eat 


meat regularly, and then get out- 
doors and take as much exercls* as 
possible, as the esira oxygen In the 
air outdoors helps to burn up tissues 
faster. 


And to remember that when thirs-

They 
know these men. and they feel it was a serious mistake not to indorse both of these men. And an indorsement off one of them would have prac- 
tically forced the withdrawal of the one not indorsed. The Republican convention failed to take this forward step, although that convention 
was held after the Democratic convention. We know Justice Smith and ex-Judge McNamee are well qualified. Justice Smith has just finished 
holding a term of court at Kingston and is well known throughout the district He is universally admired for his ability, fairness and courtesy. 
The election of Justice Smith and Judge McNamee will stiD leave' the political complexion of the judges of this district overwhehninglv Republi- 
can.
